mine. 
Since they cannot be hanged. 
I tru st they shall never

Clarence Darrow. chief counsel of 
the defense, insists, however, that no 
effort would be made so far as he is 
concerned to release Bobby Pranks' 
slayers. 
“ It was all we could have 
hoped for— th ere will be no appeal," 
he said firmly.

RECORD WITH THEM 
“National Defense Day” "Program In "Brainerd 


BELIEVES IT WILL INSURE LIFE 
SENTENCE CARRIED OUT TO

“SINCE THEY CANNOT BE HANG­ 
ED,” SAID CROWE, “I TRUST 
THEY’LL NEVER BE FREE”

Chicago, Sept. l l . — State’s Attor­ 
ney Robert E. Crowe 
already 
has 
started his fight to make certain that 
Nathan Leopold and Richard Loeb 
spend the rest of their lives in the 
penitentiary. 
Crowe is preparing a complete re­ 
view of the case, to be sent with the 
prisoners to the state penitentiary at 
Joliet. 
He calls it a “statement of 
fact” and hopes that it will form 
a record so secure that no attacks on 
the sentence will release the young 
slayers from the penitentiary. 
In addition Crowe will send all of 
the “ people’s exhibits,”— all the evi­ 
dence he presented during the mur­ 
der hearing before Chief Justice John 
R. Caverly. 
“ We want to make 
the 
record 
clear and plain,” State’s 
Attorney 
Crowe told the United Press,' “so that 
no effort of the defense will succeed 
in setting these murderers free.” 
“The state’s attorney 
presented 
evidence at the hearing that should 
have resulted in hanging. 
The court 
decided otherwise and now the re­ 
sponsibility lies in other hands than 
mine. 
Since they cannot be hanged, 
I trust they shall never 
be 
freed 
from prison.” 
Clarence Darrow, chief counsel of 
the defense, insists, however, that no 
effort would be made so far as he is 
concerned to release Bobby Franks’ 
slayers. 
“ It was all we could have 
hoped for— there will be no appeal,” 
he said firmly. 
As soon as Crowe’s documents are 
ready and fully signed Leopold and 
Loeb wfill be taken in automobiles to 
Joliet to start serving their sentences 
of “ natural life and 99 years,” im­ 
posed by Justice Caverly. 
Crowe re­ 
fused to allow Sheriff Peter Hoffman 
to take the boys to Joliet immediate­ 
ly after sentence was pronunced in­ 
sisting that the documents be sent 
with them.

They pay

ers, and pay Interest and dividends to British citizens. 
During the war, and because of it. tin* lf. S. developed her 
merchant marine until we were carrying about 50 per cent of our 
ocean going commerce. 
Now we are carrying only about one- 
third, and it is figured the decline v ill continue. 
No one can complain of tile desn* of the English t > build and 
maintain their merchant fleet carrying more than half of their 
commerce. 
Hut America ought to show a like ambition. 
We mint 
have the merchant ships as a ready naval auxiliary in case of 
foreign aggression, but, what is equally important, we need the 
ships as builders of American trade and as revenue producers 
for the nation. 
We should never again be dependent upon other 
nations for s h i p s to transport our soldiers and military supplies 
in time of war.

Therefore, Hic treasury has started ti movement to encourage 
a wider circulation of silver dollars. 
As a practical step in that 
campaign, one of the coins was put in the pay envelope of each 
cd the 5,000 treasury envelopes. 
The savings from the partial 
substitution of metal for paper money will be added to the huge 
total of retrenchment which has made iHjssible two successive te- 
ductions in federal taxation.

(In* old argument that has 
waged since fighters began using their heads, will he put to proof again to­ 
night in Jersey City, where Lula Angel Fir po will impersonate the sock and 
Harry Wills will demonstrate the science side. 
There are those who maintain that a smack on the chin will upset tin 
hest fighting brain and that skill is a handicap against a natural fighter and 
there are the arguments to the contrary that skill always can overcoat* 
brute strength. 
The ideal fighter, tis is found in Jack Dempsey, is a combination of sock 
and science, but that combination is as rare as Dempseys are. 
Harry Wills 
perhaps comes closer in this respect to Dempsey than any of Hie other heavy 
weight contenders. 
Wills hasn't the skill of Tom Gibbons, lint he has mon 
size and a heftier kick. 
It was the lack of size and the steam of punch in 
Gibbons that kept Dempsey out of danger in Shelby. 
Wills has size, strength 
and a natural skill that has been improved by long experience. 
What resist 
once he has against punishment and how much heart he has to continue when 
the going gets hard are not known exactly. 
There are spots on his record 
that indicate he prefers to he in front. 
The colored fighter will have to take some punishment because he ca n ’t 
hope to knock Firpo out with one punch when Dempsey had to put him down 
seven times before lie stayed there. 
And no matter how well he can box, how 
quickly In* can step around and how skillfully he can block and duck lu 
going to bo hit by Firpo. 
Bill Tate, the big sparring partner of Firpo’s, has it sized up fairly well 
when he says: “Wills ain’t going to git away from all of 'em, and every time 
ho gets hit he’s gain’ to he hurt." 
It is very doubtful that Wills has the ability to shako off punches that 
Dempsey has. 
It is certain that he can’t recover as quickly as the champion. 
It would stand to reason, then. Firpo will get more results out of his punches 
on Wills than he did on the champion. 
Dempsey is fur from a slouch as a 
boxer and his speed can match that of any of the stars in the lighter classes. 
With all his boxing, his punching and his speed, lie couldn’t get away from 
Firpo, and Wills hardly can expect to. 
It must he admitted that a fighter must have more than science. 
He 
must have size, strength, a punch and the ability to take punishment. 
Wills 
has established qualifications in everything but that ability to take it. 
For some strange reason, Firpo is usually pictured as an ignorant giant, 
with no science and with only the instinct to kill with his tremendous right 
hand. It is very likely that some of these opinions of the big South American 
will have to be changed after tonight’s fight.
